about the hall, four being thr own 
upon the stage. 
The most disor ­ 
der ly scene was at the ciose of the 
meeting, 
when 
people 
gather ed 
about 
the exit 
with insulting r e­ 
mar ks. 
Ther e wer e many noisy people 
upoD the str eet, and in such spir it 
as to thr eaten violence as well as 
insult to the secr etar y. 
The author ities 
had not 
taken 
r adical action to pr event distur b 
ance up to this time, but after the 
meeting the 
mayor 
and chief of 
police 
pr omptly 
fur nished 
a de­ 
tachment 
of 
twenty police, 
who 
safely and quietly escor ted Secr e­ 
tar y Car lisle to 
the 
r esidence of 
Mr . Fr ank Helm. 
Secr etar y Car lisle was distur bed 
and showed his annoyance over the 
yelling at the opening of the meet­ 
ing, but he did not know any eggs 
had been thr own till after the meet­ 
ing was over ,, although one of 
eggs str uck the centr al chandelier . 
He was intensely in ear nest in his 
ar gument. 
He was conscious of the howling 
element outside of the hall, and was 
himself sur pr ised at the calling of a 
detachment of police to escor t him 
to Mr . Helm’s r esidence. 
He will 
speak at Bowling Gr een Satur day 
night and at other points in K en­ 
tucky next week, when it is fear ed 
he will encounter distur bances. 
Car lisle’s especial unpopular ity in 
his own state is accounted for by 
his deser tion of the pr inciples he 
for mer ly advocated. 
He was once 
str ongly opposed to the gold stand­ 
ar d and is quoted as having said in 
one of ins speeches a few year s ago: 
“ 
The consummation of such a 
scheme would ultimately entail mor e 
miser y upon the human r ace than 
all the war s, pestilence and famine 
that ever occur r ed in the histor y of 
the wor ld. 
“ 
The absolute and instantaneous 
destr uction of 
half 
the 
movable 
pr oper ty of 
the 
wor ld, including 
hor ses, ships,r ailr oads and all other 
appliances 
for 
car r ying on 
com ­ 
mer ce, while it would be felt mor e 
sensibly at the moment, 
would not 
pr oduce anything like the pr olong­ 
ed distr ess and disor ganization of 
society which must inevitably r esult 
fr om the per manent annihilation of 
one-half of the metalic money of 
the wor ld (and the r esultiug falling 
of pr ices).”

The small boy was ver y much in

Indian. 
As the main featur e of the 
Wild West par ade 
is the Indian 
attir ed in all the magnificence of 


r eal Br itisher s in the full r egalia of 
this impor tant br anch of the Eng­ 
lish 
ar my ser vice. 
The 
duke of 
Wellington, with such cavalr ymen 
J* nind him, could not lose Water ­ 
loo. 
Novelty 
is pr esented to the pa­ 
r ade by the appear ance of Indian 
squaws 
mounted 
on 
ponies 
and 
looking even mor e 
fier ce and ag­ 
gr essive than the masculine “ 
Los,” 
whose untutor ed mind finds delight 
in the tor tur e of 
the 
stake or the 
taking of a scalp. 
Then follow in the long line the 
Cossack, the Ar ab and the Tar tar . 
These 
ar e said to be the gr eatest 
r ider s in the wor ld, and even in the 
slow pace of this moving cavalcade, 
one can discer n 
some of the ele­ 
ments that go to make up excel­ 
lence in hor semanship. 
The Fr ench Chasseur s loom up 
r esplendent in dar k blue unifor ms 
and chapeux. 
They 
car r y 
small 
banner s on poles attached to the 
boot heel, and ar e splendid types 
of the Fr ench cavalr ymen. 
Then we have the Bedouns, the 
soldier s of the 
deser t, 
the gr eat 
Ar abian whir lwinds, whose deeds in 
war far e ar e celebr ated in song and 
stor y. 
One of the featur es of the par ade 
is 
the 
old 
over land 
mail coach 
dr awn by 
six 
hor ses. 
Seated in 
the 
inter ior 
of 
the 
coach 
ar e 
a number of 
Indian 
squaws and 
their 
papooses. 
This 
car r ies 
the spectator back to 
the pr imi 
tive times when the mail was con 
veyed acr oss the plains in stages, 
and the pr esence of the Indians sug 
gests the ter r ible danger s that beset 
the paths of the har dy fr ontier smen 
who labor ed in the employ of Uncle 
Sam. 
Taken as a whole, the par ade of 
the r ough r ider s this mor ning was a 
str iking and most novel spectacle 
and fully came up to the expecta 
tions of the citizens who had hear d 
so much of Buffalo Bill and his uni 
ver sal panor ama.

Dr essed in the gaudy r ai 
ment of the nomadic 
r ace, 
they 
pr esent a pictur e at once str iking. 
They sit ofi their hor ses with ease 
and per fect poise. 
Their blankets 
ar e pulled up beneath their chins 
and they look out fr om beneath their 
dar k fr owning br ows in the stealthy, 
suspicious manner char acter istic of 
the Indian. 
Ther e is the same cun 
ning 
in 
the 
eye and 
r evengeful 
tr eacher y in ever y lineament of face 
and featur e that histor y tells about. 
Other s in the par ade of the In 
dians 
beside 
the 
Sioux 
ar e 
the 
Chippewas, 
Pawnees, 
Cheyennes 
and Ar appahoes, with all their weir d 
make up, too 
well known 
in the 
west to call for minute descr iption. 
Between each tr oop of cavalr y­ 
men in the par ade is a detachment 
of Indians, the whole moving in one 
splendid cavalcade. 
Near the head of the pr ocession 
ar e the Ger man Cuir assier s, made 
distinct by the char acter istic white 
unifor ms and glitter ing helmets and 
br eastplates. 
They look fier ce and 
war like, 
and the contr ast between 
them and the Indians is as str iking 
as can be imagined. 
The Mexican Vaquer os ar e next 
in or der , and look ver y dashing in 
their yellow leather unifor ms, with 
tall, br oad br immed hats of the same 
color . 
One br eathes the air of the 
Mexican plains as they pass. 
And now the
